Other 
countries can protest, it is only Washington's response that 
counts. So far, the Us has been remarkably unbothered. It 
has declined to cancel the November visit of Mr. Bill 
Clinton. It has only spoken of mandatory sanctions rather

Good show on test, now the test of diplomacy 

The two further nuclear tests at Pokhran on Wednesday 
give a nuclear enough indication that the government's mind 
is working in the right direction. The signal is heartening 
and the tests are to be welcomed. It seems almost certain that 
the government wants to go ahead and sign the 
Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty — when it is good and ready. 
That is, after completing round tests required even greater 
spunk than the first and a determination to put India's 
interests first. The international reaction after the first round 
was hardly unexpected but even so a government could have 
been forgiven for losing its nerve. That it has not done so is 
commendable. The euphoric public reception to the first 
round, though not for the most sober of reasons, has surely 
helped this resolve along. 

The fact of matter is that having taken the plunge on 
May 1 1, it would have been foolish for India to buckle to 
international outrage and desist from further testing if the 
experts felt that it was still required. It would have been 
tantamount to having the worst of both worlds on the nuclear 
issue: paying the full price for testing in the teeth of world 
opposition and still failing to go the whole hog to guarantee 
its security. This sort of dithering and muddle is exactly 
what has characterised Indian nuclear policy in the past

Not even the most ardent admirers of Monday's triple 
bomb package could have exerted two more in the follow 
through. After a succession of governments that leaked like 
extraporous sieves, Mr. Atal Bihari Vajpayee's 
administration appears to have accomplished the impossible 
in keeping both tests a closely guarded secret,. That the 
multi-million dollar US spy in sky too failed to detect 
preparations, is an added source of comfort. Significantly, it 
has also now been revealed that in his letter to President 
Clinton, the Prime Minister has categorically referred to a 
"series of tests" India proposed to conduct.

Nevertheless, the international outcry against Monday's 
explosion is now certain to gather added momentum. The 
adverse economic consequence of abandoning the 
hypocritical stature of a quasi-nuclear state will also be felt 
in concrete terms. Already, President Clinton has announced 
the imposition of sanctions and Japan, India's biggest donor, 
has scrapped all aid. Despite the popular upsurge in favour 
of the tests, the markets cannot be expected to react 
jubilantly to widespread sanctions. The Government would, 
therefore, need to weiaji the economic fallout of India's 









isolation, howsoever temporary that might be. This must, 
however, be done without compromising India's security 
concerns or the necessity to possess the weapons and 
delivery systems that are needed to counter threats to the 
nation's independence and integrity. If there is no India 
worth the name, what good will a buoyant economy do? 
Interestingly, those very countries, which are in the 
forefront of the attack of India have duplicitously 
overlooked the flagrant violation of international treaties by 
the big powers. And it hardly bears reiteration that a power 
is deemed big only if it possesses a nuclear weapon. The US, 
in particular, is guilty of double standards in its approach to 
sub-continental security issues. Not only has it failed to 
prevent covert Pakistani acquisition of nuclear and missile 
technology, but has even done away with the Pressler 
Amendment which acted as a brake on Islamabad's militarist 
designs. 

Now that India has no pretence to being a non-nuclear 
weapons state, it is essential that its military technology is 
made failsafe. Wednesday's blasts confirms that a resolute 
Government will not budge from this goal. Only a few years 
ago, France similarly conducted a series of tests saying they 
were needed to perfect the application of its nuclear weapons 
technology. These tests were a prelude to its becoming a 
signatory to the CTBT. Mr. Vajpayee has suggested that 
India, too. will explore the possibility of accepting some 
CTBT constraints. The world would be unfair to disbelieve 
us. And as far as domestic opinion is concerned, the 
Government hardly needs fresh reassurance. The fact that 
every Indian walks a little taller this week compared to the 
last, is sufficient testimony to the Government's wisdom in 
reasserting national pride via Pokhran.

Let not the glory of the successful nuclear tests be 
cornered by politicians alone. The honor belongs to the 
countless scientists and visionaries like Homi Bhabha and 
Dr. APJ Abdul Kalam. It is a testimony to that breed of 
professionals whose commitment and dedication should be 
written in letters of gold in history books. These unknown 
warriors of science and technology came to the rescue of a 
nation which found itself marooned in despair. They brought 
hope when the chips were down.

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Test of Nerves 









Given the hypocrisy which governs US policy on 
nuclear matters, the imposition of limited sanctions against 
India was only to be expected. President Bill Clinton, who 
had already made up his mind well before India conducted 
two additional tests in Pokhran on Wednesday, signed the 
sanctions order a few hours before he was slated publicly to 
with these explosions it has concluded its "planned series of 
tests" and that it is now willing to adhere to certain part of 
the CTBT. The world is bound to surmise that the choice of 
words is not accidental and that further tests, which may be 
part of other "planned series", have not been explicitly ruled 
out. Wednesday's tests apparently involved devices the US 
calls "mininukes" and "micronukes", and the data generated 
will be used to conduct computer simulations and sub- 
critical test aimed at further refining India's nuclear 
capabilities. The 1994 law invoked by Mr. Clinton makes it 
mandatory for the US to impose sanctions on "non-nuclear 
states" which conduct nuclear test. Apart from being 
oxymoronic — a state which conducts a nuclear test can 
hardly be considered "non-nuclear" — the law is 
discriminatory as it seeks to punish others for exercising a 
right the US and the other four big powers have arrogated to 
themselves. It is up to Indians alone to decide whether what 
the government has done will help improve life for the 
ordinary citizen or not. In the weeks and months to come, 
this issue will and should be debated. But no country has the 
right to dictate to another what policies it can and cannot 



fo ||ow. For that reason, the US move needs to be condemned 
j n the strongest possible terms.

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The Day After 






Once the haze of euphoria induced by India's recent 
nuclear tests lifts. One might begin to see the outlines of the 
BJP led government's dramatic decision as also it precise 
timing. After all. Monday's tests only brought into the open 
a recessed capability the world knew India already 
possessed. While scientists and strategists can quibble over 
whether or not the credibility of India's nuclear deterrent 
required testing, the fact is that no test of a nuclear device by 
any country has ever ended in failure. Thus, the Vajpayee 
government's decision could not have been dictated by 
military necessity alone. Nor could it have been compelled 
by the strategic desirability of India shedding its nuclear 
ambiguity, something these columns have argued in favour 
of in the past. The same end could presumably have been 
achieved by a mere statement to that effect. Clearly by 
going for broke, the BJP wanted to make a political 
statement. And judging by the immense outpouring of 
nationalism the tests have evoked, the party can count on its 
popularity also mushrooming. A government that was till the 
previous day being criticized for having taken no major 
decision on the policy front other than to warn of a "tough" 
budget— and which was virtually under sie«e from within— 
has now earned for itself a definite measure of support and 
stability. 

Since the order for Pokhran tests must have been issued 
soon after Mr. Atal Bihari Vajpavee won his vote of 
confidence on March 28, it is tempting to surmise that the 









BJP was taking out an insurance policy in the event of its 
having to lace the electorate again any time soon. While the 
technical ability to conduct the tests has existed for some 
time, the Vajpavee administration can and will take credit 
for the timing of Pokhran 1998. Now that the BJP has taken 
the momentous decision to grasp the nuclear nettle, it must 
turn to exploring the various ways in which the situation can 
be turned to the national advantage. The response of the 
West, as hypocritical as it is fanatical, has been to use the 
threat of economic sanctions to bring about a reversal in 
India s policy. Any imposition of sanctions, however will 
be self-defeating because India has crossed the nuclear 
Rubicon and the clock cannot be turned back.

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Beyond the Euphoria 

There is understandable anxiety in New Delhi about 
what Washington's concrete response will ultimately be to 
the nuclear tests conducted in the sands of Rajasthan: but it 
seems that a more immediate factor is being neglected, 
perhaps by default. Japan, not American, is India's largest 
trade partner; as its leadership has now made it clear, Japan 
had categorically counselled New Delhi about six weeks ago 
not to go ahead with the tests. Now that India has gone the 
opposite, or so says the dominant political and strategic 
opinion fleetingly available from Tokyo, its government will 
take measures, which correspond with its outrage. It is here 
that Indian diplomacy faced its severest test, because unless 
there is a concrete action plan to tackle the political and 
economic fallout of the tests, the country will be faced with 
a real crisis. After all, Japan is not the only one for Indian 
policy-makers to be worried about; the Asean block, which 
has traditionally been non-too-welcoming to Indian 
overtures, its likely to harden its stand even further. In the 
context, the "We Shall Overcome" kind of line can only be 
good politics and consolidation strategy for a rickety 
government than anything more substantial.

But in the 24 years that have gone by since then, India has 
changed and become more nuclear wary.

India, therefore, 
should now initiate a well-planned control exercise.

Welcome India, do not isolate it 



The government of Mr. Atal Behari Vajpayee has 
already won well-deserved national applause for its 
categorical message to the world that India will always be 
master to its own fate, and that Indian will not allow its 
security need to become victim of either the preaching or 
promises of any power, super, middling or minor. Uniquely 
India has problems with all three categories: a minor power 
to the west is belligerent by compulsion; a middle-level 
nuclear to our Northeast has territorial disputes with us; and 
of course the only superpower in the world would like Delhi 
to sign away our rights to a nuclear defence capability 
These concerns have burdened every government in this 
decade, one led by the Congress, a second by the United 
Front and the third by the BJP. In other words virtually 
every political party in the country has been in power at 
some time or the other in the Nineties; and there has never 
been any conflict within the country over our attitude to 
security. It is this unanimity which is the true strength of 
Indian defence and foreign policy. The cross party support 
that the Vajpayee government has received on the three 
nuclear tests (including one, which theoretically gives us 
hydrogen bomb capability) is evidence that the consensus 
holds. There will be more applause for Mr. Vajpayee if we 
learn over the next few months that he has walked into this 
decision with his eyes open. The Nuclear Proliferation 
Treaty and its chief mentor, the United States, are very 
specific about those who transgress the new boundaries laid 
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trade and monetary sanctions against India for the latest 
tests. The international community would be making a 
mistake if it goes ahead with such action in the name of 
nuclear non-proliferation. All sections in India, including 
trade and industry, are ready to face the challenge 
unflinchingly. As International Atomic Energy Agency has 
pointed out, India is entitled to carry out the tests as they do 
not break any treaty commitments. 

Our policy planners, of course, are aware that the 
inclusion of nuclear weapons in the armoury would have its 
defence and foreign policy implications. India's policy of 
peace and friendship with the neighbours and other nations 
remains unchanged. In fact, the test would serve this policy 
better creating a new sense of respect for India's principled 
position on international issues rather than a feeling that 
such a policy emanates from a sense of helplessness and 
weakness. India's commitment to nuclear non-proliferations 
in a non-disarmament plan proposed by the late Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi, at the special session of the United 
Nations General Assembly in June 1988 retains its 
relevance. The international disarmament moves have 
suffered from flaws in the past because of their obsession 
with retention of a monopoly. That monopoly has been 
broken to some extent. This could induce new helpful 
perspectives in the discussions on disarmament.

The decision of the (shaky) coalition led by the BJP to 
set off, not one but three, underground nuclear explosions in 
sp.te of the clear and unambiguous signal it seeks to send out 
that the time has come to take India seriously, could turn out 
to be a rather ill-considered once. India cannot plead, as it 
did from 1974 onward, that these were "peace full" 
explosions. Their triple nature suggests that they are 
intended for weaponising for different type of deployment 
most hkely on the Prithvi and on aircraft.

It is possible that the retaliatory measures against 
India will not be all that harsh, the Government has to be 
ready with all options to ensure that the economy remains 
well under control so that any sudden external shock does 
not lead to a run on the rupee. 

It has to be remembered that only three weeks before 
the presentation of the budget, the Government is facing the 
hard reality of a shortage of funds to give the necessary 
boost to the economy.

Seize the day 



Now that the self-congratulatory euphoria occasioned 
by the nuclear tests has begun to fade, the government must 
immediately get down to the job of dealing with the fallout. 
While it has the attention of the world, it must forcefully put 
across its point of view on non-proliferation. The arms 
control debate has always been of a moral rather than 
legalistic nature. Until a couple of days ago, India 
consistently held the high moral ground in spite of its refusal 
to sign the Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty (CTBT). Though 
its unwillingness to dutifully sign on the dotted line irked the 
nuclear powers who proposed the treaty, they had to concede 
that India had a principled stand. After the nuclear tests, 
however, the situation is going to change, and swiftly. It 
would be a natural reflex for the western powers, who have 
so far had to deal only with simplistic situations of the 
despot pitted against democracy, to brand India a rogue 
state. 

However, the tests have also raised India to the level 
where it can look upon these nations as its -peers, and to see 
that its point of view gets a decent hearing. Now. at this 
turning point, the government must act with dispatch to 
capitalise on the event, or lose the initiative forever. It can 
look back on two precedents — China and France ran nuclear 
test just before they signed the CTBT. But the first step 
taken by the government a short while after the explosions is 
of uncertain to merit.

The expressions of support from political parties and 
business houses in India for the nuclear test conducted at 
Pokhran underline the kind of unanimity cutting across 
partisan concerns which have always marked events of this 
nature. Where defence and foreign affairs are concerned 
there has rarely been any major difference between the 
various parties. It was in keeping with this spirit that Prime 
Minister Atal Behari Vajpayee informed the Leader of the 
Opposition in the Lok Sabha Mr. Sharad Pawar, about the 
blasts. The Congress, on its part, has seen the tests virtually 
as continuations of the 1974 implosion, emphasising "Our 
scientific progress." It is now evident that in the years after 
1974, the Indian scientists had kept abreast of technological 
development in the nuclear field and had never slackened 
their efforts in any way. From this standpoint, India was just 
a screwdriver's turn away from making the bomb. Nor is this 
precaution surprising because the US-Pakistan collusion 
during the Cold War and the Sino Pakistani collaboration in 
missile and nuclear technology in recent years, in addition to 
Islamabad's subversive activities in India, have intensified 
India's sense of vulnerability. While keeping its nuclear 
option open, however, India had chosen not to declare its 
prowess presumably because it did not want to invite 
sanctions. Although the US and its western allies must have 
been fully aware of India's nuclear capacity, they could not 
take any punitive steps in the absence of the formal 
declaration by India of its nuclear status. 









Now that the BJP has chosen to exercise the option. 
India will have to adjust to a situation with which it is not 
fully acquainted. The reason why the BJP decided to "go 
public", as it were, about India's capability, even though it 
may not have been a secret to those who mattered, is not 
clear. But it is probably not unrelated to the party's declining 
virtually from the day it assumed power The en, Mess 
squabbling among the BJP's partners and the impression that 
was gaining ground about the helplessness of the party's 
leaders, including Mr. Vajpayee, to maintain discipline and 
devote themselves to the task of governance, must have 
persuaded it to take a dramatic step which would divert 
attention from its problems. It may have also been meant as 
a reassuring sign to the BJP's hard-core supporters who have 
undoubtedly been dismayed by the decision to put some of 
the vital points in the party's agenda in cold storage. It has 
also to be acknowledge that India's nuclearisation has been 
advocated by the party for many years, going back to its Jan 
Sangh days. From this aspect the move is not all that 
surprising. However, the question will remain whether all 
the implications of the fateful step, especially those on the 
economic front, had been adequately considered by the 
ruling alliance prior to the event. 

It is hoped that the Vajpayee Government had devoted 
some time to strategic planning to cope with the economic 
fallout of the blast. In a way, the mood of self-assurance in 
their wake can be fruitfully utilised to prepare the country 
for an austerity package and a period of self-reliance 
economic field in the event of US and its allies imposing any 
sanctions. As of now, the stoppage of bilateral aid by the US 
does not mean much, but a more worrisome aspect is the 
possibility of trade sanctions by the US and the European 
Union in the form of a ban on technology transfers to India 
and the imposition of additional import duty on Indian 
exports by withdrawing the benefits of the generalised 
scheme of preference (GSP) to make our goods 
uncompetative. At a time when Indian exports are not faring 
well, any additional jolt of this nature will have highly 
unfavourable consequences for the balance of payments 
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India's Compulsion 






Even as envoys are withdrawn and sanctions are 
threatened by the Western world in a simulated display of 
anger and disenchantment over India's decision to conduct 
nuclear tests, the US and its allies would do well to ponder 
over the compulsions which made India take the decisive 
step. One of these is the virtually unstinted help which 
Pakistan had received, mainly from the US and also to a 
large extent from China, in pursuing an uninhibited policy of 
belligerence towards India. The American interest in 
bolstering Pakistan lay in using it as a client state to serve 
Washington's purpose during the Cold War. But even 
afterwards, the American use for Pakistan did not end, for if 
it was no needed for helping the Afghan "freedom fighters" 
against the Soviets, it could be used to extend US influence 
into Central Asia, Pakistan, of course, allowed itself to be 
treated not as a friend but in any manner which the master 
deemed necessary because American indulgence placed it in 
the unique position of being able to acquire conventional 
arms from the US and help in nuclear technology from China 
while Washington looked the other way. It goes without 
saying that the central point of both the American and 
Chinese attitude was to build up Pakistan as a counter to 
India whose democracy was an embarrassment to Beijing 
and whose independent spirit was an irritation to 
Washington from the non-aligned days. 

India's need to acquire a nuclear capability has to be 
understood in the context of the threat it has been facing for 



many years — an overt one from India, and a covert one from 
China which has been consistent in its help for Pakistan. 
Because of this looming danger, India did decided to take to 
the nuclear path in 1974, but its decision to cloak the matter 
in ambiguity, presumably to escape sanctions, seems to have 
conveyed a message of weakness. However, the 
secretiveness did not prevent the US from demanding the 
capping, rolling back and elimination of whatever nuclear 
prowess India had acquired. Not only that, after securing for 
themselves the seemingly God-given right to maintain their 
own nuclear arsenals for all times to come under a revised 
NPT, the Big Five led by US demanded that India sign on 
dotted line for the CTBT. So, while nearly half a century of 
the US-China-Pakistan collaboration would continue, India's 
hands were to be tied behind its back. It was evidently a 
situation which this country could not accept while Pakistan 
continued to indulge in terrorism and the border problem 
with China remained unresolved.

For 
example, an American vote against India's loan applications 
in the World Bank, IMF and ADB — cited as the costliest 
economic fall out — will not necessarily stop the money at 
the gates. America does not have a veto in these institutions. 
And it needs to be remembered that action by America in 
1974 did not stop India from availing of multilateral loans. 
Furthermore, with economic troubles in East and Southeast 
Asia, America has strong reasons for not putting a spanner 
anywhere near the troubled works. 

Such, guarded optimism however doesn't apply to the 
domestic front. No caveats, cautions or clarifications are 
needed to say that these explosions have blown away, for 
some time, the troubles in New Delhi. The Prime Minister 
suddenly looks strong, and not just nice but hapless. Even 
his political advisor's grandstanding seems forgivable. The 
BJP doesn't look lost. The Opposition, with the exception of 
the Left which is unlikely to political allies can now carp 
about demands only at the risk of appearing silly. The low 
yield device isn't going to blow away Jayalalitha's high 
nuisance factor.

The tests could wreck 
India's credit rating, scare away investors and leave the 
economy reeling. Strongly anti-nuclear countries like Japan 
would probably follow suit. It has long been believed the 
nuclear test preparations that led to an angry exchange with 
the US in 1995 were part of ploy by Mr. P.V. Narasimha Rao 
to get India into the global nuclear proliferation has the same 
goal in mind, the tests could go down as an act of astute 
realpolitik. In which case come hard negotiating with the US 
should follow.

Big Bang Theories 



Following the immediate blush of national pride and a 
little awe at New Delhi's pluck, some hard policy questions 
need to be asked about the government's intentions in having 
three nuclear tests in Rajasthan. It is not enough to say this 
demonstrates India's technological power. Underground 
nuclear testing is something India has long been accepted to 
have had the know-how for. Even the addition of a hydrogen 
bomb is something that would have impressed more 30 ye°ars 
ago rather than today. The countries capable of building 
atom bombs run into the dozens and include at least one 
subsaharan African country. It is also not enough to say this 
will enhance India's security. The original 1974 Pokhran 
nuclear explosion made India a nuclear weapons power in all 
but name. It is noteworthy that neither Pakistan nor any 
other country ever directly confronted India on the 
battlefield after-wards. The point of unclear deterrence is not 
that the weapon is ever used, but rather that it prevents the 
circumstances in which it would be used. The 1974 
explosion roughly succeeded in this goal. What the 
Bharatiaya Janta Party government has to show is that its 
decision to test the bombs was part of a larger strategy. 

If the government's thinking was purely regional in 
other words the tests were solely muscle flexing, 'the 
detonations are difficult to defend.

Twenty-four years after India took the first step on the 
road to nuclear power and then inexplicably retreated into 
the policy of ambiguity, the decision to conduct a fresh 
series of tests on Monday denoted a hold and even audacious 
move, made all the more startling by its suddenness.

assertion of the country's right to arm itself in a manner 
which it believes is best suited to its security interests.

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Road to Resurgence

More 
reassuring, even for those who have been arguing for 
restraint and ambiguity, is the act that these leaders also 
enjoy an impeccable reputation in terms of personal integrity 
and national commitment. It is. therefore, reasonable to 
presume that they have chosen to make so bold a departure 
from the past after a great deal of deliberation as to what is 
best several years now. The only thing that lacked was the 
trigger device of Political will and the kind of supreme 
conviction that enables leaders to move away from the 
tarn, liar, well-trodden path and thereby find themselves a 
place in history. 

It was for two reasons that Mrs. Indira Gandhi failed to 
get the particular political megatonnage from her 1974 test 
One was her declining credibility during those chaotic 
months and the second was her inability to go the full 
distance. Several PhDs have already been written by 
Western and Indian nuclear scholars on the exact meaning 
and implication of the term "Peaceful Nuclear Explosion" 
(PNE) but the world, by and large, saw this as an expression 









of weakness — and hypocrisy. No one bought the outrageous 
argument that the explosion was "peaceful" and India also 
failed to derive any of the benefits that would have naturally 
accrued to a nuclear weapons state in the pre-NPT and 
CTBT world. This, now, is the major challenge for the 
Vajpayee government and as the first official statements 
indicate, India is prepared with a diplomatic wet blanket to 
contain the fallout by offering to be a willing, and active 
player in the international nuclear arms control regime. The 
difference now is that India seeks to play that game as a 
nuclear weapons power. This is the end of ambiguity — and 
hypocrisy. 

This is a time for popular euphoria and celebration. And 
celebrate we must as this success demonstrates to the world 
a remarkable scientific capability built during a quarter 
century of international technology transfer restrictions. It is 
also a cause for reassurance that even in these cynical times 
when we tend to believe so easily that any fellow Indian's 
loyalties are purchasable for a few dollars, a scholarship or a 
green card the establishment has managed to keep such a 
major move a secret despite the snooping that extend from 
the Capital's garrulous cocktail circuit to outer space. But 
this is also a time for reflecting on where we go from here. 
The tests, though a great moral-booster for the nation whose 
spirits have only gone downhill, dipping with every little 
calamity or embarrassment since Operation Bluestar in 1984, 
have also come at a time when the currency that denotes a 
nation's strength has undergone fundamental change. In the 
Seventies it was the nuclear megatonnage at your command 
that mattered. Today, it is per capital income, foreign 
exchange reserves and quality of life that matter. Pokhran - 
II is like a jump-start to India's dormant, frozen spirit. But it 
won't, by itself, be a short cut to the place India wishes, and 
deserves to have on international stage. It is now up to 
Vajpayee and Advani to moderate this euphoria, contain the 
diplomatic fallout and exploit the advantage they have given 
themselves, and India by creating this new mood of 
resurgence.

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bit of self assertion. Over the years, we have insisted on 
nuclear disarmament as a part of universal and non- 
discriminatory general disarmament. The successive 
governments have been consistent in their attitude to nuclear 
non-proliferation. Today this country is in a position to say 
this at the UN: "India would be prepared to consider 
accepting certain provisions of the 1996 Comprehensive Test 
Ban Treaty depending on a number of reciprocal activities." 
The qualifying condition has a manfuil tone and our 
sovereignty has been reiterated with pride tempered with 
humility in a moment of spectacular success. 

There is near-uproar abroad. It was predictable. The 
American sanction threat, the British, Japanese Canadian and 
French anger and the noises made by Australia and New 
Zealand are being used by Beijing and Islamabad to cover up 
their regional sin. But once we have taken the plumje. we 
should be ready to honour our commitment to live iifpeace 
as a free nation, underterred by external threats The 
quest.ons to ask here are: Has the global community paid 
any attention to Pakistan's crash programme to develop 
nuclear-capable missiles with Chinese Assistance? What 
about the continuing proxy war against this countrv waged 
by Pakistan? And what about the huge super-power'arsenals 
of mass destruction? The potential use of nuclear weapons 
has become the international currencv of power The 
disclosures from Iraq (an NPT signatory) expose the 
hollowness oi the inspection system. The amount of nuclear 
arms the USA had taken to Kuwait and Iraq showed how 
credible its own commitment to the adjuration of these killer 
weapons is. Israel, South Africa, China and Pakistan all have 
made their nuclear capability known. There was more

when the USA equated India and Pakistan in the nuclear 
hare without taking note of the open book the former has 
kept before the world and the voluntary assurance it has 
given to the effect that it will not use a nuclear weapon in a 
conflict.

of Jammu and Kashmir amounts to a proxy war or a long 
low-cost act of attrition. China has not been found amenable 
to the solution of the few but major geographical problems it 
has with India. In such a situation a Clinton or a Blair cannot 
fairly ask India to sign the NPT merely for the satisfaction of 
the etio of the self-appointed international policemen. If 
India lias to sign the NPT, it should do so as a peaceful 
nuclear weapon state what it now truly is. after ensuring that 
Pakistan and China pledge themselves to non-interference in 
neiuhbours' affairs and to the settlement of disputes through 
bilateral talks. The NPT is more a question of discrimination 
than an answer to the nuclear proliferation problem. A 
country with wisdom and hard-earned expertise dedicated to 
peace cannot be hookwinked into treaties of coercion. It is 
important to negate the idea of sanctions against us through 
appropriate diplomacy. No sacrifice to achieve the deterrent 
goal of Pokhran II will be excessive. Let us revalidate our 
technical maturity and right to defend endangered freedom 

with all our might.

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Glory through Power 

India's nuclear explosions on Monday have taken place 
splendidly but rather later. Pokhran II has done us proud. It 
is time to say "Salam, Abdul Kalam" and to shed the nuclear 
tear caused in faint hearts by bullying US-Pakistani-Chinese 
nexus and to hold our heads high.
